From sources with access to 
this, intelligence flow, here are 
some recent highlights: 

New Offensive? — Privately, 
Henry Kissinger is optimistic 
about the prospects of a 
cease-fire in Vietnam. Yet in- 
tercepted messages indicate 
that North Vietnam is prepar- 
ing for a renewed offensive. 
Our military intelligence has 
found no trace, however, that 
Russia has replaced the tanks 
and artillery the North Viet- 
namese lost in their spring of- 
fensive. They were able .last 
spring to sneak heavy hard- 
ware into South Vietnam vir- 
tually undetected. But the 
best available intelligence sug- 
gests that both Russia and 
China have cut back military 
shipments to North Vietnam. 
Hanoi’s military preparations, 
therefore, may be for a lim- 
ited attack upon a political 
target, perhaps even Saigon it- 
self. But no one really knows 
whether the guns will be si- 
lenced or booming when the 
voters go to the polls on Nov. 7 .
